life. By these tow looks, he can 
promulgate his ideas and judge- 
mets in the religious affairs of the 
people, as he can bear the message 
of pioneering and directs poples tow- 
ards the correct way of life, 

The Journalist will not be also 



an arabic socialist by means of his 
long or abimdar:' article, bui by 
bitterness and perfection of what he 
writes about the arabic socialism : 
its significance and its performance 
without neglecting the historical ev- 
ents which led to the revolution and 
liberation and which urge people to 
keep that socialism and so on. 

From what we above mentio- 
ned, we conclude that what the 
national Charter mentioned is surely 
a defination of the socialism in its 
significance and utilization in the 
different aspects of life. Lastly, the 
Chatrer is a covenant on ourselves 
to be believers in God, ourselves 
and our humanity in the great Arab 
emho-land in which we live. 
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the perfect production, it also welc- 
omes the spiritual power which 
causes motivation and removes the 
obstacles from the way of the prod- 
uctor and the worker. 

The valuation of the arabic 
socialism for the spiritual power is 
not only because our history held 
and raised it through all its periods, 
and because the egyptian people 
used it as an arm — through our 
arabic frame — against the invisible 
and the visible colonialism, but also 
because the spiritual power keeps 
in — as we mentioned before — 
motivation and going forward, and 
every thing help in going forward, 
hat been encouraged by the arabic 
socialism. Therefore, it encourages 
knowledge, as the way of knowledge 
Is the nearest to the object and the 
safest one to it. The spiritual power 
is a motive one and the knowledge 
is a discovering [power. So, one who 
wants to be of a perfect production 
— the arabic socialist one — should 
have both of the two power : The 
spiritual power and the powers of 
knowledge. 

The duality of these two powers 
is an inevitable and an important 
matter in our arabic socialist society. 
And those who bear the spiritual 
message have to understand the 
knowledge and to behave not in a 
theoritical supposed circle without 



looking to the actual life, because 
this will lead them to be in a per- 
manent loneliness, and by turn thev 
will create a group of people who 
has no ability to discover the actual 
life. The same will be with those 
of the scientifical message, when 
they neglect their spiritual power. 
This is because they, in fact, neglect 
a great power of motivation tow- 
ards perfection and better production. 

Al-Azhar Universit y : 

Although that dualism between 
the spiritual power and the scientific 
one is not yet gathered in one circle 
in our society, the prospective hope 
is concentrated on the new university 
of Al-Azhar to realisze that. In this 
university, science and the spiritual 
values will not only walk side 
by side, but they will form a unit 
which causes progress and motivation 
towards better production and work. 
Hence, we are the workers, farmers, 
officers, national capitalists and sol- 
diers have no right to call ourselves 
arabic socialists, except when we 
are of a perfect production in every 
field. Therefore, the worker who his 
wage had been increased and who 
took a sharr: in the p-ofits of the 
factory in which he works, and 
the farmer who had been given 
land to be his own, are not arabic 
socialists as long as they do not 
produce better production in their 
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production, it only expresses th# in- 
evitable result of the arnhir socia- 
lism utilization. 

When we come to the field of 
work or farming and try to disting- 
uish the arabic socialist from the 
other, we shall find that the criterion 
is very obvious. It is the supremacy 
in production, quality before quantity, 
but if they gather, the supremacy in 
production will be very evident. 

It is The same when we go to 
the other fields such as the intellect 
teachr and the employers, the supr- 
emacy in production is the matter 
which distinguishes the arabic so- 
cialism from the other whether it is 
in quality, quantity or in both of them. 

To clarify that supremacy, the 
worker in his factory when he prod- 
uces perfect goods and when he 
keeps the machine in a good condi- 
tion in order to stay in its perfect 
state, that is a methodical supremacy. 
Also, the farmer, when he produces 
a good production and fertilizes 
permanently his land, this is also 
another picture of the methodical 
supremacy. The same is with the 
teacher, the proEessor and the officer, 
when every one perfectly carries out 
his work to save people a complete 
welfare, that is a third picture of 
that supremacy. 

Keeping out of the field of the 



material production and going to the 
field of the human production in 
" family ", the perfect production 
which represents in the sons and in 
the material, spiritual and convincing 
power is a forth picture of that 
supremacy. 

Going to the spending field, 
moderation and non - extravagance, 
whether in the private or in the 
common side is a fifth picture of 
that supremacy. This is because 
moderation in spending will cause an 
indirect favour can be saved, and 
this of course is a production which 
can be used in covering the private 
and the common expenses. 

The arabic Socialism, being a 
restoration of the human considerat- 
ion and removing the obstacles from 
the way of man to go forward in 
his work and production. And the 
arabic socialist, being the man of the 
perfect production, arabic socialism 
undoubtedly will be a principle 
which leads to the betterness. As a 
matter of fact, the man of the best 
work is the clement one who uses 
all his abilities to realze the human 
objectives as a human being. 

The spiritual poiuer : 



As arabic socialism helps in 
the free motivation towards work 
and production and by turn helps in 
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Hi significance on the arable socia- 
lism. Undoubtedly, arabic socialism 
is equal to the restoration of the 
human consideration to the whole 
individuals of the human considerat- 
ion to the individuals of the Arab 
home - land. 

The restoration of the human 
consideration it a beginning and in 
the tame time it is a purpose, It is 
the beginning of the egyption Revo- 
lution of 23rd July 1952, and the 
purpose of the arabic socialism which 
emanated from the successive events 
which passed over the egyptian 
people through the arabic circle.

and to become a belief and convict- 
ion. Therefore, the arab socialist is 
the one who produces better produ- 
cMon during the time of the arabic 
socialism than what he produced 
before the 23rd July Revolution.

Furthermore, God directs 
His bondmen to east or west accor- 
ding to His will. To carry out what 
God " exalted be He " ordered, this 
is the good which leads to happiness. 
The rock of the sacred Mosque ot 
Jurusalem is not better than any other 
rock, And also, the building of the 
sacred mosque of Mecca is not btttr 
than any other building. But this and 
thit are only places. And people had 
been ordered to direct their faew 
towards them during the p-exformanot 
of their prayers for nothing but t* 
realize the sensory unity, as to achie- 
ve the spiritual unity by worshipping 
God and carrying out His teachings.

Also, 
man may be comparatively a rich 
one bu<, however, he does not con- 
sider himself so. Hence, he will be 
of a good condict till he raise the 
degree of richness at whicn he feels 
that he has becomo a riebman. So 
the signs of tyranny, pride and hau- 
ghty behaviour will take their way 
to his deeds and step by step, he 
will reach the top of tyranny and 
haughtiness.

The pre' islamic society : 

Islam regulatts the social wel- 
fare to satisfy all the individuals oi 
(he nation. It embodies the rules 
which control all the aspects of life. 
And to clarify the picture which 
Illam paints for the virtuous and the 
perfect society, it is our duty to 
state that Islam — in its early 
days — had faced a big problem 
That is the exploitation on which nn 
iocia! welfare can be realized. And 
in order to conceive the influence ©f 
Islam towards oblitirating this sociaj 
disease which leads to the distinction 
*f societies and nations, 1 shall 
explain the condition which prevailed 
In the seciety before the advent of 
Islam. Then 1 shall interp et, how 
Islam treated this sod >A disease and 
how it — by the grace of the belief 
and faithfulness of rhe first Muslims 
— defeated it. 

As a matier of tact, islam came 
while people became of merciless 
hearts. They bad no knowledge 
about co-operation : The strong man 



humiliated the weak one for nothing 
but because he had money and 
health. The rich person exploited the 
poor one for nothing but because he 
had some kind of influence or an 
upper hand over him for his richn- 
ess. Through these dark days, the 
grendy rich people made their utmost 
to usurp the properties of the poor 
ones, and consequently, the r e was no 
way in from of the weak people 
except to subdue themselves to rhe 
tyrant rich people, or to revolt agai- 
nst them. But the latter way was 
difficult, because the exploitation 
had weakened them and the exploi- 
ters had usurped all their capabli'ies. 
For instance : 

( A ) Tne loan sharker charged 
from the needy one raore than he 
gave because of delay in pa* in*- v-hat 
he had received before. 

( B ) The master of the work 
gave the worker; w*«je.s less than 
their rights, beside .hose who were 
harnessed by him and for his ©wn 
benefits. Those were the slaves who 
were forbidden the necessities of
